GERMANY’S ARMAMENT ATTITUDE 

A Dcwipaper article oa Salutday by M. Jean 
Fable, a moibcr of the French Cbamber of Oepu- 
tiet, wat among the fint reaclioot lo Gcrtnany't 
annotincemat that the will not participate io ^ 
Diwnnaincnt Conference when it retuinct iu delib- 
enticoi. and that the propooet to commence btiild- 
ing kt thiid "pocket battlethip.” The article in 
quettion it called the French reply to Germany'i de¬ 
mand for equality m annwnentt, and it calk foe 
reoccupation of the Rhineland by French tra^ f 
"Ctrmuty hat a religiot^of force," layt the article, ^ 
"but the retpccU force m olhert.*' Deputy Fabn 
then declaict that there are two pouAle lolutiant 
for FraiKe—"to reoccupy the Rhineland alone, 
at the riik of war, and to remain ttrong, tlronger 
ihkp Germany k."

ipoketman. From Rome alto comet a ditpalch 
telling ut that dnappointment hat been expretied 
in Italian goremmenl circlet over tk Britith gov* 
emraeni'i attitude toward the tubjert of Germany's 
demand for equality in armamentt. It it' the 
method of- Geraiany't demand which teeint to 
have arouted the ire of both Brilith and French 
govermnentt. The official memorandum from 
Downisg remindt Germany that her^ threat 
to quit the Diaarmainent Conference wat "unfor* 
tunala-aSa tw when atlenlioo and energy ihould 
be directad la economic rehabiKtatioo of the 
worlA" It then goet on lo tay : "Granted that ikk 
quettion of equal italut would have ariten before 
the Ditarmadsent Conference concllidcd ill work, 
there it a grave ditadvanlage in forcing it to the 
front at thit ttage." 

It is reported that the Brilitk and Frcn^ notes 
arc very timilar in tone; but that the Britith note 
"coodemm the words %nd gettuia of Berlin more 
teveidy than the French note.” while Pertinax, the 
srcll-known French political writer, calk the ntonio- 
rkndum tent from Downing Street "one of the belt 
wriltea and most closely knit diploewtic documenli 
we ever leaA" In commenting on the British note, 
however, the German government t pok etm an—sve 
are not told which member of the Junker mmktry it 
wat—tayi “we can not accept the reasoning of the 
Britith memorandum, according to which Gemuny 
of her own accord and without cornpcUing reaioa 
raised a political istue of vast impliulioni." Ha 
deckles that "Germany said nothing more dian 
that complete and jurirhcal equality of her anas* 
menu tiatut mutt result from the conference.' Oa 
the subject of Premier Herriot'i tuggettion that an 
mtemational inveiligatioo be conducted of Ger- . 
many's "clandestine arraamenU." the tame tpoket- 
man said: "Any German government would and 
tbauld ha wkip^ like .a mangy dog if it per* 
milted foreign powers to exercise tuck control in 
Germany." , , r- 

Thm is not muck burning sympathy for Ger¬ 
many anywhere. The world is too near the cvenU 
which occurred between I9M and 1918. lo forget 
tome of the things for which that country will 
always be held ictpontibk. apart altogether fra 
the eontroverty of war guilt, and the impotitiont 
of the Treaty of Vertaillet—now virtually tom up. 

At the tame tnne, it should be remembered that tha 
signatory pourers which effected Germany t reduq- 
tion to an impotent naval and military natioo con¬ 
tracted in that tame treaty gradually but lubt^ 
tially to duarm. A Ifille ditonnamenl has t^ 
place in the thirteen years which have elapsed since , 
the Aid of the war ; but thojtark fact stands out— 
and it has been repeated time and agam—that five 
billions of dollars are being spent annually oa arma- 
menu, and the further fart that diit amount n 
greater than was being expended before the war.
